WATER POLLUTION PROGHAM REPORT ~ 


Grayling Town ‘Hall was the 
meeting place on February 18th for 
a 1965-66 program planning meet- 
ing for the Extension Study Groups 
in the morning, followed by guest 
speakers in the afternoon on Water 
Pollution. ‘This was most informa- 
tive and interesting to a nearly full 
house, 

Mr. David D. Olson, County Ex- 

tension Director, Mrs. Clifton Pap- 
endick, County Chairman, Mrs. 
Clayton MWildebrandt, Vice-Chair- 
man, and Mrs. Claude Sloan, Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, participated in 
the morning meeting along with 
various leaders and chairmen from 
the individual study groups. Pro- 
gram lessons are planned from the 
topics receiving the largest num- 
ber of requests which are included 
in the Family Living Program Sch- 
edule arid fall in the category ‘‘To- 
ward Improving the Planning and 
Use of Goods, Services, and Other 
Resources’’. 
’ The afternoon program was 
presided over by Mr. David Olson 
who introduced the following 
speakers: Dale W. Granger, Hy- 
draulic Engineer and*Rokert W. 
Parker, District Engineer ‘of Dis- 
trict No. 3, ‘both from the Michi- 
gan Water. Resources Commis- 
sion and Wayne Tody fram the 
“Fish Section of the Michigan 
Conservation. Department. 

A visual aid, “Hydrologic Cycle’, 
was shown by Mr. Granger as he 
spoke to the group and explained 
what influences our water supplies 
in the lakes, streams and ground 


suring devices used--in recording, 
and pointed’6ut the ways water is 
lost for human use due to évapor- 
ation whilé~falling or from land, 
river, lakes ‘and oceans,’ by plant 
interception, transpiration and run: 
off. We learned that the Manistee 


\River was. the most, stable’ stream 


so far as stream flow was concern- 
ed and the AuSable River is second 
in Michigan. Also mentioned was 
how such rivers’ as the Cedar-or 
Grand could be made more stable

water during peak periods of flow 
to be released during periods when 
flow becomes slowed during ex- 
tended dry spells. 

The. function of the Water Re- 
sources Commission was explain- 
ed by Mr. Parker as he gave a 
brief outline regarding the agen- 
cies who have members in the 
Commission. Are you aware it is 
the duty of this Commission to 
help provide enough: water and to 
alleviate problems which may a- 
rise? 'They have the power to order 


action to eliminate pollution which |, 


may be present due to sanitary dis- 
charges in the area, from toxic 
manufacturing wastes, and _ silta- 
tion due to rapid run-off from land 
or streets. Means of controlling 
pollution were spoken about and 
primary and secondary treatment 
explained. 

We then learned from Mr. Tody 
that East of the Rocky Mountains 
the AuSable River contains more 
miles of stream in one intact basin 
than any other; and the Manistee 
River is the most outstanding trout 
stream. Both are classed abs hard 
water streams which means they 
are rich in fish. Conditions chang- 
ing fishing successes include fish- 
ing pressure, development in the 
area, canoe or camp ground prob- 
Jems, as well as water quality. 
Plantings of trout will be made in 
productive areas rather than every- 
where to produce more fish at less 
loss in the management program 
underway currently, The introduc- 
ition of Coho Salmon and’ Kokanee 
Salmon in the lakes was explained 
as ‘wellas the possible introduction 
of another game fish for shallow 
water, the Striped Bass. ; 

_Mr. G. Olstrom, District Dir- 

ector of the Co-Operative Exten- 
ston Service, who was in the aud- 
ience, spoke briefly to the group 
and thanked the previous speak- 
ers for their fine bg teh on 
their particular topics.
